An air force B-29 plane crashed 


today in a takeoff from Tampa, 
Fla., the sixth B-29 the air force 
has lost in five disasters in 15 
days. 


Thirty-five have been listed as 


killed in the crashes and 20 miss- 
ing. 


Five 
were killed 
in today's 


smash of a B-29 taking off to join 
the search for a missing B-29 
which crash-landed in the sea off 
Bermuda Wednesday. 


Search for the plane missing 


off Bermuda, with 20 aboard, con- 
verged on a spot about 345 miles 
northeast of Bermuda after two 
flares were reported sighted m 
the area and faint radio signals 
were heard. Fifty or more planes 
engaged in the hunt. 


The waters near Bermuda were 


the scene of another B-29 crash 
Sov. 3. The ship, crippled by en- 
jine trouble, fell into the Atlantic 
ocean. 
Ten of its 
crew 
died. 


Three survived. 


On Armistice Day, a B-29 out 


of control fell on a farm west of 
ndianapolis. All of its 12 crew- 
men parachuted from the disabled 
>lane, but two of them

Five days later two B-29 super- 


ortresses on a training flight col- 
ided in the air five miles above 
Stockton, Calif. In this disaster 
18 were killed. Three parachuted

The grand jury will investigate 


the jail after reviewing evidence 
designed to support charges of 
burglary against James Hall and 
Jesse Wilson Chasteen, and a 
charge of armed robbery against 
George Robert Hamlet. 


Hall is accused of 
entering 


Knights of Columbus clubhouse 
Oct. 8 and taking $28.50. Chasteen 
is charged with breaking into the 
Shamrock restaurant Sept. 27 and 
with stealing liquor. Hamlet is the 
self-admitted driver of the stick- 
up car used in the $600 armed rob- 


ing of six-year-old Linda Joyce 
Glucoft. 


Stroble, the grandfather of one 


of 
Linda's 
favorite 
playmates, 


poured out his sordid story to Dis- 
trict Attorney William Simpson as 
a 48-hour fugitive search through- 
out the west and into Mexico 
wound up yesterday on a stool in a 
downtown Los Angeles bar—about 
five blocks from central police sta- 
tion. 


Simpson said Stroble, formerly 


charged 
with murder, admitted 


that he strangled and bludgeoned 
the pudgy little girl to dea|h,..when 
she resisted his 
improper 
ad- 


vances. Arraignment is scheduled 
at 9:30 a. m. today in municipal 
court. 


Drinking All Day 


"I had been drinking all day- 


wine. I wouldn't have done it if 
[ hadn't been drunk," Stroble was 
quoted. Simpson said the ashen, 
gray-haired 
grandpa—who liked 


:o buy kids ice cream and candy 
-then told of enticing Linda into 


a bedroom of the home where he 
ived with his daughter, her hus- 
band and their two children. The 
story: 


"I was playing with her . . . 


.Simpson said this involved an act 
of molestation, but not rape) . . . 

She 
was resisting me. 


"This wasn't the first time. 1 


had played with her before. 


"I strangled her first with my 


hands, then with a tie.

Higby Has Jobs for Men 
Seeking Relief; It Works 


"Able bodied men asking for relief can get it by working at the 


quarry," is a sign prominently displayed in the office of Supervisor 
A. C. Higby of Dixon township, who believes that any able bodied 
man seeking relief from the township, may prove his worthiness by 
performing some beneficial task. 


Emphatically declaring that he 


will not permit the relief rolls to 
become topheavy, Supervisor Hig- 
by states that only about 25 arc 
now receiving relief 
from 
the 


township. In each of these cases 
the applications have been care- 
fully investigated and the request- 
ed relief granted when it was de- 
termined that the applicants were 
worthy. 
One man is now work- 


ing for the township on the roads 
and in the quarry to compensate 
for the relief which is granted to 
him. 
Some of the recipients of 


relief were inherited from former 
supervisors, Higby declares. 


Stating that township relief is 


available to deserving applicants, 
Supervisor Higby maintains that 
he will not permit the rolls to be 
imposed upon and that when able- 
bodied men who have no other 
form of employment, they will be 
required to work for the township 
if relief is granted. 


The sign in Supervisor Higby's 


office speaks for itself and has al-

In additional remarks to the

"Your report, as grand jurors 


for the present term, did not go 
into any details further than re- 
ferring to the fact that the jail 
was clean and newly painted and 
added 'no recommendations.' "

raising taxes.

took issue with the president. 


"The way to balance the bud- 


get," Millikin told a reporter, "is 
to reduce spending and there is 
plenty of opportunity to do it. 


Wants Cuts 


"I don't think you are going to 


see any tax increase next year. 
In fact, there may be some cuts 
in excise taxes." 


The excise levies are taxes on 


such items as jewelry, cosmetics, 
electric light bulbs, transporta- 
tion tickets and telephone bills. 
The senate has a committee-ap- 
proved bill on its calendar which 
would cut most of those taxes 50

Moody added 
in a speech that Truman "obvious- 
ly is up against a Nov. 30 deadline 
even though he denies the exist- 
ence of a national emergency." 


Door Is Open 


Truman's stand—keeping out of 


the dispute for the present—left 
the way open for a new peace 
meeting between Lewis and the op- 
erators before the present truce 
runs out. However, no immediate

Truman surprised most people 


watching the coal situation by flat- 
ly stating he would not step in un- 
til an emergency arose, and was 
relying on the Taft-Hartley act in 
that event.

State Group9$ Junkets to 
Other States Lavish, Claim 


Chicago. Nov. 18—(AP)—The 


Chicago Daily News said yester- 
day that expense accounts of the 
Illinois Area Development Com- 
mission for last winter "showed 
lavish spending." 


The newspaper said the legisla- 


tive commission sent some of its 
members on 1949 winter trips to 
such warm, weather climes as 
California, Arkansas, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. 


That, the paper added, "cost tax- 


payers plenty." 


However, commission chairman 


Rice Miller of Hillsboro, said the 


expenses were "completely justi- 
fied." 


The coal mine owner and former 


Republican state senator told a 
reporter: 


"If the expenses had not been 


justified they would not have been 
paid. I am perfectly willing to 
defend them at any time. They 
are completely justified by the 
results of our trips to see what 
other states were doing." 


The 12-member commission was 


created by the 1947 legislature 
and given a $25,000 budget with 
instructions to "help develop Illi- 
nois natural resources." 


The Daily News said that a 10- 


day tnp last January by eight 
members to California and two to 
Florida cost $11,286, and that an 
automobile trip by two other mem- 
bers to Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana cost $1,152. 


The commission spent all but 


$1,587 of its $25,000 budget and 
then 
recommended to a later 


legislative 
session that it 
be 


permanently established with a 
$300,000 biennial budget. It asked 
authority to reclaim 10,000 acres 
of land at an annual cost of 
$250,000, but the legislature took 
no action on the proposal.

sharp that the Federation has de- 
cided not to invite Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan to speak at 
its annual convention in Chicago 
next month. 


It long has been the custom of 


the Federation and other national 
farm organizations to ask 
the 


secretary of agriculture 
to ad- 


dress their meetings, as a sort of 
titular head of American agricul- 
ture. Four other major organiza- 
tions are continuing the custom. 


While relations have been grow- 


ing cooler for some time, it has 
been the controversial farm plan 
advanced by Secretary Brannan 
that has brought the Federation 
to a virtual "no speaking" atti- 
tude toward the administration. 


See a Scheme 


President Allan B. Kline of The 


Federation 
has 
criticized 
the 


Brannan proposal as a political 
scheme to get X'otes of both far- 
mers and consumers. 
He also 


has claimed that it would regi- 
ment farmers completely. 


The Brannan plan is designed 


to assure farmers high 
returns 


and consumers cheaper food. Gov- 
ernment cash payments to far- 
mers would be the principal de- 
vice for achieving such a 
dual 


goal. 


Differences first started crop- 


ping up during the war in connec- 
tion with farm price control and 
food subsidy policies. 
But they

Invent Cornpicker Safety 
Gadget That 'Works Fine9 


Rock Island, 111., Nov. 17—(AP) 


—Two Rock Island brothers have 
designed a gadget aimed at pre- 
venting some of the loss of life and 
limbs in farm cornpicker accidents. 
It would cut down other tractor 
mishaps, too. 


Hundreds of farmers have been 


killed or maimed in harvesting 
accidents in the last few months— 
many of them in operating corn- 
pickers. 


The invention by 
H. Keith 


Dooley and Delmar D. Dooley has 
interlocking switches connected 
to the ignition system of a farm 
machine, so that cornpickers or 
other power take-off driven imple- 
ments will stop when the farmer 
leaves the seat of the machine. 


H« can, however, ggt off the 


tractor with the engine running 
when the implement has been 


stopped previous to dismounting. 


One switch is activated by the 


transmission lever. It is opened 
and closed by movement' of the 
lever into and out of gear posi- 
tions. 
A second switch is acti- 


vated by the seat and platform. 
It is opened and closed by the 
weight of or the absence of the 
operator. A third switch is con- 
trolled by the power take-off lever. 
It is opened and closed by tht? 
movement of the lever into and 
out of its operating position. 


The device can be used on other 


machines besides cornpickers. 


For example, the farmer can- 


not crank a tractor while it is in 
gear. Thus it cannot lunge for- 
ward and over him 
while 
he 


cranks it. If the farmer is thrown 
from the tractor seat while the 
tractor is in motion, the engine 


automatically Is killed. 
Cutting 


off the ignition like this also pre- 
vents possible fire. 


The Dooley brothers patented 


their safety device in 1940. It has 
not been manufactured in quantity, 
but negotiations are under way, 
and proving tests are being made. 
Their father, Clarence H. Dooley, 
is credited with 
inventing the 


clutch for the old Velie automobile 
and two early model corn pickers. 


Joe Morrison, a farmer of Orion, 


111., says he has tried the Dooley 
device on his tractor and it works 
fine. 
Virgil Simpson 
of 
Port 


Byron, 111., has used two and says 
it is "a good idea." 


The device was tested success- 


fully at a U. S. Agriculture De- 
partment experimental farm at 
Beltsville, Md. 
Now the control 


is installed on tractors at all 
federal prison farms. 


A spokesman for a large farm 


implement company in Chicago 


says he knows of no safety con- 
trol like tne Dooleys' that is now 
being manufactured. 
It would 


be primarily for tractor-mounted 
rather than tractor-pulled pickers 


He pointed out that many corn- 


picker accidents are caused by 
farmer carelessness. Some victims 
have imprudently reached into the 
picker to free a clogging car ot 
corn, and their arms or bodies have 
been caught and crushed..
